MINUTES OF A REGULAR MEETING 
OF THE FACULTY SENATE HELD ON 
FEBRUARY 10, 1984, IN LISNER 
HALL, ROOM 603 


The meeting was called to order by Provost Bright at 2:10 p.m.

The minutes of the regular meeting of January 20, 1984, were approved 
as distributed. 

(a) On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor Morgan moved the adoption 
of Resolution 83/5, "A Resolution to Amend the Bylaws of the Faculty Senate to 
Dispense with the Reading of Minutes," and the motion was seconded. Parliamentarian 
Schechter explained that this amendment to the bylaws of the Senate was necessary in 
order to dispense with the oral reading of minutes which, under Robert's Rules of 
Qrde) f (1981 ) , must occur at some point in the meeting or, at the latest, at the~next 
meeting. A discussion followed by Professors Morgan, Ziolkowski, and Parliamentarian 
Schechter. The question was called and Resolution 83/5 was adopted unanimously. 
(Resolution 83/5 attached.) 

(b) On behalf of the Executive Committee, Professor Morgan moved the adoption 
of Resolution 83/6, "A Resolution to Amend the Bylaws of the Faculty Senate to 
Permit the Executive Committee to Cancel Regular Meetings for Which There is not 
Sufficient Business," and the motion was seconded. There was no discussion. The 
question was called and Resolution 83/6 was adopted unanimously. (Resolution 83/6 
attached. ) 

No resolutions were introduced under Introduction of Resolutions. 

(a) Professor Morgan reported that the Executive Committee had received a final 
report from the Special Mediation Committee in the grievance of Associate Professor 
Goodenough, indicating an apparent resolution. He further reported that the 
Executive Committee had recently received four nonconcurrences involving promotions 
and the committee would attempt to resolve these. In the Kyriakopoulos case, the 
Grievance Committee concluded its appeal hearing and was in the process of making a 
determination. He then reminded the members that the 1983-84 Senate session was 
rapidly drawing to a close with only March and April left to take up any further 
business in the present session. He urged committee chairmen to contact the 
Executive Committee as soon as possible if they wished to place any items on the 
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Senate agenda for the March or April meetings. 

5 (b) Professor Schiff, Chairman, Educational and Admissions Policy Committee, 

reported that the committee intends to present a resolution at the next Senate 
meeting with respect to the holiday commemorating the birthday of Martin Luther 
King, Jr. 


Professor Griffith, Chairman, Professional Ethics and Academic Freedom 
Committee, said that the committee expects to present its report and recommendations 
on the Report of the Special Committee of One to Review the Grievance Procedures 
at the March meeting, if possible. 

Professor Tolchin, Chairman, University Development and Resources, reminded 
the members of the Faculty-Staff Seminar on Fringe Benefits, Financial Planning and 
Investments on Saturday, March 31st, co-sponsored by the Committee on University 
Development and Resources and the Committee on Appointment, Salary and Promotion 
Policies (including Fringe Benefits). She noted that invitations had been sent 
out recently, and she asked the members to encourage the faculty and staff to attend. 

Professor Castleberry, Co-Chairperson of the Joint Committee of Faculty and 
Students, announced that the committee was presently seeking nominations for the 
8th Annual George Washington Awards to be presented this spring. Information about 
these awards was contained in a notice which he submitted for inclusion in the 
minutes. (Notice of 8th Annual GW Awards is attached.) 

6 Under Brief Statements, Professor Gross said that several of his colleagues 
had asked him to bring up the matter of the TDX system which seemed to be completely 
inadequate for placing long distance calls. The Provost noted that the TDX system^ 
was presently being modified, and Professor Helgert commented that he was on the 
committee which studies the whole question of University telecommunications and 
that there is a plan to use some sort of a PBX base system in the future, but for 
the time being, a modified version of the TDX system will be used. 

Professor Morgan said that he wished to comment on an article he recently 
read in the February 8, 1984, publication of The Sequent which attacked a colleague 
in his department. This article reminded him of his earlier days of teaching in 
the 1 960 ' s at the University of Southwestern Louisiana when such attacks on faculty 
members were very common, and he, himself, had been denounced rather frequently as 
both a fascist and a communist. He suggested that the faculty remind themselves of 
the importance of the tradition of academic freedom and the continuing importance 
to the protection of that freedom of the tenure system, which, from time-to-time , 
is strongly criticized by some people. 

Provost Bright commented that the best source of information on higher 
education is found in The Chronicle of Higher Education . By reading the Chronicle , 
he said, administrative officers couTJ find out wh"a"t' r s happening in the tenure 
system and what's happening generally nation-wide in higher education. He suggested 
that a copy of the Chronicle ought to be made available in every department. 

7 Upon motion made and seconded, the meeting was adjourned at 2:27 p.m.
